Provided always that before direct action is taken 
to enforce universal use of the Actors’ Association standard contract, vote 
shall be taken of members of the Actors’ Association in the defaulting com- 
pany; and, provided that there be two-thirds majority in favor of a strike in 
that company, direct action be taken. The penalty for blacklegging is sus- 
pension or expulsion. The resolution is of over three hundred and fifty words, 
very strongly worded, and looks as if the Actors’ Association means real fight- 
ing business. Naturally the Variety Artistes’ Federation would prevent its 
members giving the managers any support, and put its moral weight, etc., in 
the Actors’ Association's favor. Until the Actors’ Association does something 
drastic nothing will ever get done.

SMALL MYSTERY

and authorities are convinced he hag been foul- 
ly dealt with. - 

Percy Small, a half-brother of Ambrose 
Small, has sworn out a warrant for John 
Doughty, who was Mr. Small’s private secre- 
tary. It has developed that a few hours be- 
fore the mystery this secretary was given the 
keys to a safety deposit box, where Mr. Small 
was known to have placed $150,000 worth of 
Victory Loan Bonds, payable to bearer, to- 
gether with other valuable papers. Shortly af- 
terward Mr, Small disappeared. A few hours 
after his disappearance it is alleged that the 
secretary made two visits to the bank vault, 
one to get some papers for Mrs. Small to sign 
in connection with property transfer to the 
Trans-Canada Theaters, Ltd., and the other, it 
seems now to secure the Liberty®@Bonds, since 
when the safety deposit vault box was opened 
recently by detectives the bonds were found to 
be migsing, and likewise has Mr. ‘Doughty been 
missing since his second visit to the deposit 
vault. The Toronto papers have printed pic- 
tures and deseriptions of Mr. Doughty. The 
fact is sent broadcast that he is wanted, and 
it is thought the mystery will not be solved un- 
til he is found. Had the bonds been found in 
the box then the mystery would have been 
deepened, but since they are missing the rela- 
tives and friends are more inclined to the mur- 
der theory and that the secretary could solve 
the mystery. Any theatrical man who chances 
to meet John Doughty will confer a favor on 
the family, as well as the authorities, if they 
will wire Percy Small,,care Grand Opera House, 
Toronto, Can.

CHANGED CONDITIONS 


Require Maintenance of High Stand- 
ards on Legitimate Stage, Says 
John Cort 


John Cort, the New York producer, in a re- 
cent statement made at Cleveland, Ohio, de- 
clared that the enforcement of prohibi- 
tion has been the best factor yet devised 
to aid the theatrical business, and with its 
continued enforcement prosperity lowns for pro- 
ducers, managers and all connected with the 
amusement business. Mr. Cort stated he has 
figures to show an approximate 50 per cent 
increase in theater business since the country 
went dry. This change in conditions, he 
asserts, will require the maintenance of high 
standards on the legitimate stage and improve- 
ments in those standards. Musical comedy, 
he believes, will continue to lead all other 
forms of stage presentation. 

Mr. Cort took occasion to rap Cleveland and 
Ohio, however, in declaring this State one of 
the poorest in the country in the support of 
legitimate arama, in marked contrast to the 
enthusiasm shown by Eastern people. <A still 
greater factor in arousing this enthusiasm, he 
believes; will be the withdrawal af the tax 
on theater tickets, but that such will not be 
realized this year, tho it is hoped the next ad- 
ministration will do so. Most important of all, 
Mr. Cort Jiscounts the success of $5 tickets as 
advocated by some New York houses, tho they 
may ask this price. He believes in sticking 
to the regular $2.50 price, 

Not oll the East ta lauded by Mr. Cort. He 
cals the ruling of Boston officials against the 
use of tights and bare legs on the stage as a 
Pprodish act, and just like Baston to do that. 
He Nas no fear that the move will spread to 
other cities.

in which Lee Shubert owned an interest, he 
declined to do so. Emerson imputed that to 
a desire on Lackaye’s part not to offend the 
manager he was working for, and contrasted it 
with Mr, Lackaye’s reputation for pugnacity 
towards managers. Mr. Emerson quoted from 
a letter from Charles A. Stevenson, in which 
Mr, Stevenson told in detail of Mr. Lackaye's 
refusal to speak after the announcement of the 
meeting had been made and all arrangements 
were complete. After quoting other letters 
bearing on the same subject Mr. Emerson con- 
tinned: ‘‘HHe (Mr. Lackaye) made a frantic 
eall on Lee Shubert and presumably told him 
he was not going to dissect his contract, but 
wouldn't he be a good fellow and adopt tbe 
Equity Contract for his companies and help him 
(Lackaye) out of the hole he was in. And 
Shubert, willing ay always to promise anything, 
presumably told him he would, for on Novem- 
ber 11 Mr, Lackaye came ip great glee to the 
council and announced that owing to his efforts 
Mr, Shubert had promised to accept the ‘Equity 
contract, The council, however, was not as 
gullible regarding Mr. Shubert’s promises as 
was Mr, Lackaye, and they immediately ap- 
pointed Mr. Lackaye their delegate to return 
to Mr. Shubert and get his promise in writing 
- « « heedless to say no letter accepting the 
terms of the Equity Contract was forthcoming 
from Mr. Shubert.” 


Emerson said the next heard of Lackaye was 
during the strike at the Lexington Opera House, 
where he made two speeches, that during the 
reconstruction period he kept silent until Frank 
Merlin and William Kelly wheeled him forth 
as their candidate. Emerson said that his op- 
ponents objected to him becausdQhe was not an 
actor. He said Francis Wilson was the same. 
(Tremendous applause.) He saideLackaye was 
an active actor, dependent on managers for his 
livelihood, and there was no guarantee>-that if 
elected he would not leave Equity flat, as he 
had when asked to dissect the Shubert contract 
in 1918. At this there was much applause, 
wich changed to cries of yes and no in about 
equal volume when Emerson asked the audi- 
ence: “Can you elect such a man for presi- 
dent?” 

In reply to a charge that Lackaye had made 
in his speech that Francis Wilson had not 
been invited to the recent Equity benefit, 
Emerson laid the blame on Hassard Short, who 
he said was the most broken-hearted man in 
New York when he found that in the press 
of his work he had neglected to invite Wilson. 
This was received by groans from the 
ence. In reply to other charges 
Lackaye’s speech, Emerson said 
not defend George M. Cohan at the Lexington 
Opera House in any speech, that Berton 
Churchill advocated the engagement of Boothe 
and voted for it, that Miss Barrymore was wot 
going abroad, that Marjorie Rambeau and Else 
Ferguson are on the Lackaye ticket as 
his own. In reference to a statement of 
Lackaye’s that fhere were no ballot boxes to 
hold the ballots, Emerson said while there had 
been none at first on account of this being the 
first contested election in the organization. 
that subsequently there had been two boxes 
provided, but so many votes had come in for 
Emerson that the box became full and they 
had taken the Emerson ballots out and .put 
them in the safe leaving the Lackaye ballots 
in the box. This started a great demonstra- 
tion, the Emersonians laughing and applauid- 
ing and the Lackayeites howling in their rage 
and hissing most vigorously. It took some 
time to quiet the house after this. 

After the noise had subsided, Emerson 
that at the two performances of 
Lincoln’® giren on Sundays, at the first the 
company wads paid for its services, and the 
second was given at the request of the Com- 
missioner of the Port of New York and no 
admission charged. 

Mr. Emerson finished his speech by saying 
that the charges of his opponent were Tammany 
stuff, and said that he never refused to do 
any job for Equity and was willing to stand 
on his record. At the finish there was a vers 
big demonstration for him. 

In rebuttal beth speakers answered the 
question and charges made in the opening 
speeches. Lackaye accounted for the Shubert 
eontract episode by saying that he did not 
have any knowledge that Lee Shubert was 
interested in the company he was playing 4p, 
and the only reason~-for his refusal was be- 
cause he considered it unfair to pick on the 
Shubert contract when the same form was be- 
ing used by seven or eight other managers. 
Emerson said that the ‘‘Shavings’’ Company 
matter would be settled in favor of Equity 
or not settled at all. He said that whereas 
in former days managers kept actors cooling 
their heels in theater office that the Equity 
now kept the managers cooling their heels 
outside during arbitration proceedings As 
there was no new matter allowed in the re- 
buttal speeches, each speaker answered only 
the other’s allegations. This seemed to be 
done equally well by both, and seemed to suit 
their adberents so well that, with all allow- 
ance made for partisan applause and demonstra- 
tion, it seemed to be the consensus of opinion 
that the votes would be unchanged as a result 
of the debate, tho many felt that great gon! 
had been done in ventilating all the animus 
felt by both camps.

(Reviewed Monday Matinee, May 37) 


The house was sold at $2 “top” when the curtain rose promptly on time 
this afternoon. Just following the second act the polite attendants were an- 
nouncing “standing room only.” The weather outside was ideal for all forms 
of Decoration Day exercises, and not inviting for indoor entertainment. De- 
spite this, a real holiday crowd was present to witness, with one exception, 
another “familiar” Palace Show. No pianos were in evidence. “Special Lead- 
ers” epidemic has hit town, it seems, as four of the acts were so directed, one 
of them standing out alone, due to the fact that he soloed on a bassoon most 
ecreditably in the Mosconi Brothers’ dancing display. The orchestra, under the 
personal baton manipulation of Frederick F. Daab, rendered the “Star-Spangled 
Banner,” followed by F. J. Hanley’s “My Dixie Rose,” as an introductory over- 
ture. We shall for the first time record in this review the time the Kinograms, 
acts and Topics got the curtains and stage, and as well the prominence given 
in the billing on the boards in front, as follows: « 

Two one. Palace News Kinograms flickered a well-selected animated nictor- 
ial presentation of current events that held attention, in spite of the fact that 
late comers were stepping on the toes of those considerate enougiu to gee in 
place on time for the performance. Two twelve. The Briants appeared on a 
full stage with special set appropriate for their acrobatic offering, “The Dream 
of the Moving Man.” These boys, two in number, put over to emphatic suc- 
cess a “dummy” toss around contortionistically tinged—work that is truly 
marvelous and earned for them a hearty applause finish. Two twenty-four. 

Bert and Lottie Walton, in one, with a special parted curtain drop. 
A wait spoiled their entrance and kept the orchestra vamping. And for 
what? They danced in hard and soft shoes. . Changed costumes, tried to 
sing, and had it not been for the solo dancing of Miss Walton and the acro- 
batic finish of Mr. Walton there would not be much to tell of their final. All 
of their art was exampled in a few moments. By way of suggestion, let us 
say: Change your routine and leave singing alone. As acrobatic dancers 
you will make good any place. Two thirty-three. 

Added features: 

Corrine Tilton and Company, presented by Melno Moore and Macklin 
Megiley in “A Chameleon Revue, This and That.” Musie by Milton Schwartz- 
wald, who directed the orchestra; lyrics by Cliff Hess, and was staged by Al 
Laughlin. Three extra special full stage sets were required to scenically 
reveal the authors’ conceptions. Nothing startling about two of them, ex- 
cept, possibly, it may be considered a novelty to present girls and costumes 
from behind a Japanese boudoir screen. The bedroom is not new, altho it 
was done very artistically, as was the last one which revealed things fa- 
miliar in Egypt, and finally turned into a transformation and pleasing final. 
Miss Tilton first appears as a doll on a pedestal and sings in a very pleas- 
ing and distinct voice; then into the role of a misunderstanding child, which 
reminds us of Nan Halperin. Her best work is the “Love Pirates” number. 
Her drunken scene with Mr. Heffernan in the third number is too long and 
overdone. Let us say this of Miss Tilton: She is a hard worker, talented 
and of a pleasing stage presence, and we hasten the day when she “forgets 
she ever saw Miss Halperin” and becomes a full-fledged individual star on her 
own merits. The chorus in this. eight in number, prance in and out with 
changes. Eddie Heffernan sings a couple of times, and pronounces in nasal 
tones cottage as “cortage.” Benn? and Western are two dandy dancers, 
who open the act. Their bellhop stepping with the whisk brooms put them 
in applause and langhter waves. This Moore and Megley act made a hit 
and should have been placed better. Three eicht. 

Extra attraction: 

Joe Laurie, Jr.. in his conversational comedy, in one, assisted by an elderly 
lady and gentleman whom he introduces to the audience as his parents. He 
comes on with his book and talks about the songs he has written and gets 
plenty of laughs out of the numbers and gags he handles, and does fine with 
the audience in his “what I care” manner, until he brings on the old folks. 
Then he has to drive it along simply because no one wants to see a fresh 
youngster poke fun and make laughter at the expense of age. Now, if Mr. 
Laurie, Jr.. would get two “Tough Kids” and girl and boy who can sing and 
dance and rough house it, and call them his “neighbor’s children.” we think 
he would do far better. He was a hit in face of our difference of opinion. We 
grant it. Three twenty-five. 

Limited engagement. Louis Mosconi and Charles Mosconi, as Mosconi 
Brothers, assisted by their dancing family, father, sister and two brothers, 
with special stage set and exclusive music and lyrics by Cliff Hess. William 
Edson, conductor and bassoon player, helps the cavorting. sliding an? acro- 
batic evolutions of the talented sextet in a highly satisfving manner. They 
dance in sixes, fours, threes and pairs in a different style than any others now 
on the boards, the Mosconi school of dancing doubtless being responsible for 
the accomplishments. The sister should leave her name on the program. She 
is of fine appearance and a whirlwind in her every number. The father made 
his own impression. The work of Louis Mosconi needs no criticism lest it be 
that he tries to force the applause at the finish. This act held them in rapt at- 
tention and was rewarded with the usual hit. Three thirty-eight. 

Intermission, with music. The “Unique Jazz Patrol.” Three forty-five. 
“Topics of the Day.” Plenty of laughs and some applause. Three fifty-six. 

Extra added attraction: 

Thomas Dugan and Babette Raymond, in their nonsensical, witty and wise 
tomfoolery, “An Ace in the Hole.” Full stage, special set and props, including 
an airplane and apple tree. Mr. Dugan is a droll comedian, and Miss Raymond is 
a blond of pleasing bearing, who makes a capital foil, as does the butler, played 
in Colonial costume by an unknown. The whole affair is built up well for 
comedy purposes and scores solidly. Four eleven. 

Extra added feature: 

Victor Moore, assisted by Grace Carr and Company, 
hands, propertymen and Thomas Dugan, in “Change Your Act or Back to the 
Woods.” This act appeared here recently, and its details were reviewed by 
Gordon Whyte. Despite the fact that it dragged a little Mr. Moore was re- 

rarded with his usual sure-fire hit. As a “hick” vaudeville performer he is 
a distinct character on the stage. Four thirty-five. 

Iengagement de luxe: 

Herman Timberg, assisted by Hattie Darling, “Little Bits,” which re- 
quires in one and full stage. Talent and not scenery is employed in this 
offering, which consists of singing, dancing and violin playing, at which both 
excel.

GEORGE BERNARD SHAW 


Strongly Favors Municipal ome Com- 
missions in Every City 


According to The Manchester Guardian George 
Bernard Shaw, in an address made before the 
Britizh Music Societies’ National Congress in 
Aeolian Hall, London, strongly favors the mu- 
nicipalization of music. Mr. Shaw believes it 
is important that there should be in every 
city a competent symphony orchestra and an 
opera theater and that al! children should be 

. brought up with free means of access to the 
best music. In the course of his talk Mr. Shaw 
said: “To raise the morals of a district the 
one thing that should be kept in mind was that 
the community consisted largely of young per- 
sons growing up. If they had good music and 
pictures to interest them, to satisfy many of 
their they would not resort to ques- 
tionable pleasures.”’

Many cities in the United States 
have already found that municipal band con- 
certs, municipal operas, etc., add much to the 
enjoyment and culture of communities. Many 
more are preparing to experiment in municipal 
music, and it is hoped the movement will grow 
steadily until every community will be prepared 
to furnish its citizens with good music.

“The Follies of 1919" closed this year on May 
29. This makes nearly a solid year’s season for 
the show. Reports that have come to New 
York indicate that this ‘Follies’? has been a 
bigger profit maker than any of its predecessors, 
House records were shattered in many instances 
and a top price of $4.40 was obtained without 
difficulty. 


The continued success of the ‘‘Follies’’ is the 
consequence of a definite principle which has 
been adhered to rigidly since the first ‘‘Follies” 
went on the road. It consists of fixing a stand- 
afd and holding religiously to it. <As this 
standard has always been one of quality, Florenz 
Ziegfeld, Jr., has simply applied a well-known 
business principle to theatricals and realizes 
handsomely from it. 


The advertising man knows that there is no 
use advertising an article that is not good, 
One time sales do not pay and repeated sales 
only come with quality. It has remained for 
Mr. Ziegfeld to utilize this principle with the 
“Follies.”” It is always of high quality. It 
leaves for the road with the sume cast which 
plays the piece in New York. All the scenery 
and all the features go on tour. So that by 
years of fair dealing with the theatergoers of 
the country Ziegfeld has made the name 
“Follies’’ synonymous with quality. 

There is an increasing number of people in 
these United States who believe that, while you 
may be overcharged for a good thing, you never 
get a poor thing cheap. These people are 
willing to pay top prices to see a show which 
they know in advance is good, and are very 
loath to part with even a small amount of coin 
to see something which is of doubtful quality. 
These folk can be relied upon to see the *Fo!- 
lies’’ season after season, and the bulk of the 
audience is probably made of ‘‘repeat orders"’ 
or people they have influenced. 

It is impossible to reckon just how much this 
means in money to Ziegfeld. In a commercial 
enterprise it would go under the head of “‘good 
will,’ and is probably bis greatest asset. Built 
up by years of faithful dealing with the public, 
be cashes in season after season on it. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the name “Ziegfeld 
Follies’ could be used as the title of a very 
inferior show for ONE season and yet pack 
houses solely on its former reputation. It 
could only be done once, but still it could be 
don -. 

The wonder is that other managers, seeing 
Ziegfeld reap his harvest year in and year out, 
don’t try the same thing themselves, One can 
hear a lot of wails about the decline in business 
on the road and the inclination of the manager 
is to blame every one but himself. Yet Zieg- 
feld never kicks about business on the road. 
The ‘‘Follies’’ spends twice as much time trav- 
eling as it does in its New York run. In these 
days of syndicated dramatic news that reaches 
the emaillest out-of-town papers and dramatic 
departments in magazines it is impossible 
for the theatergoer in the ‘‘Provinces’’ to 
keep in touch with the New York theater and 
know whether he is going to see a metropolitan 
success or whether it is touring with the original 
players. If it is, they go. If it isn’t, thy stay 


away.

The Chorus Equity should have had an elece 
tion of officer the last week in May. This 
election has been postponed owing to the fact 
that it bas been impossible to complete plans 
for the closer amalgamation with the Actors’ 
Equity, which so many of our members have 
expressed themselves both individually and at 
our meetings as desiring. In putting thru the 
amalgamation we must be absolutely certain 
that we do not lose either our basic agreement 
or our contract, which is a part of that agree- 
ment—both of which are of greater value to 
members of the Chorus Equity than the con- 
tract and basic agreement of the Actors’ Equity 
would be. It is important also that members 
of the Chorus Equity, or musical division of 
the Actors’ Fquity, as it would then be called, 
should have representation on the Actors’ 
Equity Council. In that way members of the 
chorus would be absolutely certain someone who 
knew their conditions and their own special 
problems would always be present when ques- 
tions of particular interest to them were under 
discussion and could present their viewp. We 
feel quite sure that we can have a definite 
and workable plan ready to present to our mem- 
bers by the middle of June, but we are anxious 
to get individual opinions on the question of 
the amalgamation. The Chorus Equity belongs 
to its members and the office is anxious to get 
expressidnus of opinion from the membership at 
large. 

It does not seem that it shonld be necessary 
to explain again that there is no such thing 
as a public performance which can be called a 
dregs rehéarsal. But that is a provision that 
is being abused constantly, Your contract 
reads: ‘‘Rehearsals shall be considered as cone 
tinuons from the date of the first rehearsal to 
the date of the first public performance.” It 
ean be interpreted in no other way. Not only 
must you be paid for all such performances, 
but the management has no right to ask you to 
waive claims for pay for such a performance. 

The minimum salary for resident summer 
stocks—stocks which run between May 30 and 
Labor Day and which are resident in one town 
—is twenty-five dollars a week. But all other 
provisions of the standard contract hold, that 
is, there must be pay for all performances over 
eight in the week, all costumes, including shoes 


and stockings, must be found—in short every 
provision of the regular form of contract must 
stand, 

Members holding cards good to May 1, 1920, 
owe two dollars to November 1, 1920, and 
four dollars to May 1, 1921, 

Twenty-six new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week, 

Of interest to members who are signing con- 
tracts now for next season is the clause which 
reads: “If this contract is signed and entered 
into prior to two months of the date mentioned 
above it can only be terminated by the mana- 
ger siving written notice and TWO WPDEKS’ 
SALARY.” This means that if the manager 
has held you for two months before re- 
hearsals, and then decided that he cannot use 
you, he must pay you two weeks’ salary.—

Reptiles, snakes particularly, figure extensive- 
ly in the realm of tent shows and, »n the indoor 
Season, in vamdeviHe and ‘‘store shows.”’ As 
these ate the only snakes that many people 
ever approach near encugh to get 2 gool huk 
at it occurs to us that they might be made 
to play a more valuable part in the world’s 
work if those who exhibit them wonld ac 
quie tore real knowledge abont them and 
pass some cf it along to the spectators, We 
have no objections to file against exhibiting 
Teptiles to the public for pay any more than 
we hsve to the Barnums, Baileys and Rivc- 
lings exhibitipg mammals in their hig shows. 
The circus menageries have unéoubtedly reache | 
more people with their zoological lessons than 
all the world’s zoological gardens and parks, 
Dany times over. 

We ask permission to appeal thra the colun:ns 
of The Brllboard to all exhibitors of reptiles 
to take the trovble to learn more about then:: 
first so that they can reduce the cruelty of 
slowly starving them because they do not know 
how or what to feed them, and doenot realize 
the i:-portance of giving them daily fresh 
water, and secondly so they can better interest 
the spectators who patronize them by imparting 
a few facts about the life histories of reptiles. 
So little is really known about snakes to a vast 
majority of the show-going public that ex- 
hibiters will discover that the most surprisinz 
things they conld tell would be truths instead 
of “throwing the bull.”

other magicians, don’t labor under the impres- 
sion that you are the greatest magician in the 


world, Fooling magicians doesn’t mean any- 
thing. The cljeverest magician I ever knew— 
Elbert Clinton Adams, of South Bend, Ind., 


could fool magicians so easily that it seemed 
a shame, but on the stage, in front of the 
public that had paid its way to be mystified 
and entertained, he was only able to evoke 
mild enthusiasm for his work. , 

Suppore ai congress of magicians § should 
gather. Suppose a dozen of our cleverest art- 


ists were to appear in a competition—what 
would be the result? 
Say, for instance, that T. Nelson Downs 


started the show with his coin manipulation— 
who is there in this world that could follow 
him in thie particular line? Not a living soul, 

Then suppose Dr. Hooker, of Brooklyn, were 
to be introduced as the greatest card magician 
that ever lived—what magician is there that 
could convince any audience that the Dr. was 
not all that he was announced to be? 

Suppose Houdini showed the needle trick— 

Would not everyone present vote him the great- 
est conjurer on earth? 

If Mr, Kellar showed his famous Growth of 
Flowers who could deny him the title of the 
master magician? 

Should lackstone exhibit his masterpiece, 
the old Dancing Uandkerchief, brought by him 
to a state of perfection that stamps it as a 
magical classic, would not the crowd vote him 
the medal? If Thurston were to show his wa- 
ter fountains, etc., could any other magician 
follow him and /excite any wonderment? 

And again suppose we opened the show with 
Julius Zancig—or Dr. &S. 8S. Baldwin—what 
mind-reader is there that would stand the 
ghost of a chance after either of these dis- 
tinguished mentalists? 

And we could keep on along these lines in- 
Gefinitely. Nearly every magician, amateur 
or professional, has at least one problem that 
is his pet, one that he presents perhaps a little

HEN the actor grows old, broken 
and shot with the scars of serv- 
ice, has the manager a moral right to 
say that he no longer owes him any- 
thing? The manager who made his 
money thru the actor has paid him an 
agreed salary for his work, we will 
admit. But the issue is bigger than 
thet. There are other obligations that 
can not be lied away. Because the 
actor has spent his money and the 
manager has saved his leaves the ques- 
tion exactly where it was. The mana- 
ger does owe the aged, needy and 
broken actor something, and that some- 
thing is everything he needs in his 
fading years. 

Candor forces the writer to admit 
that the above sentiment is not wholly 
his own. It is also the conviction ex- 
pressed by two responsible theatrical 
men lately, whose vision transcends 
that of some of their colleagues. Their 
expressions were prompted by the cam- 
paign for a nurses’ home in connection 


with the American Theatrical Hospital 
in Chicago. 
No thoro actor willingly becomes a 


polite mendicant in his sere days, nor, 


conversely, are all actors foolishly 
prodigal with their savings. But it is 
a scientific fact that in every human 
calling where the realm of genius is 
invoked the craftsman seeks perfection 
rather than money. In no profession 
is this more manifest than in that of 
the actor. A social structure, opulent 
of purse and dull of wit, that deifies its 
illiterate profiteers—tho they are not 
all illiterate—and neglects its actors, 
artists and inventors, is not yet a per- 
fect safeguard for the finer things. 

It is thru the actors’ gifts that the 
manager has used his own brain to 
build theaters, establish bank accounts, 
buy homes and ride in expensive auto- 
mobiles. Thru the charm of the actor's 
irresponsibility the manager has ridden 
to a position where other men point 
him out as a man of substance. And 
when the actor finally slows down and 
falters the manager hires a new and 
younger man to take his place. He has 
paid him, yes, but has he paid all that 
he owes him?

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FOR BETTER BURLESQUE 


Upward and Onward the Movement Tends—Ever Toward Higher Planes, Greater Dignity and 
Finer Artistry 


“FOLLY TOWN” LENDS NEW IMPETUS 


James E. Cooper’s Daring Experiment Not Only a Credit to Its Producer, But a Big Lift to the 
Game at Large 


ORWARD! March! 
Burlesque is moving on. 

For two score years or more its 
varied phases have attracted mascu- 
line patronage from the penny-pitch- 
ing newsboy to the puritanical hypo- 
crite, for they, one and all, found 
what they mostly desired in enter- 
talinment that for years appealed 
more to sensual sensations than to 
intellectual appreciation. 


We could utilize much space in 
detailing the progress of burlesque 
from the “Parisian Variety” days of 
1876 on 16th street, New York City, 
to the ‘Columbia Corner” days of 
1920 at, 47th street. Suffice to say 
that most Billboard readers are fa- 
miliar with the fact that numerous 
indWidual producing managers of the 
past, and present have made con- 
scientious efforts to uplift burlesque 
from its former low estate environ- 
ments into the limelight of respecta- 
bility. 

When Mortimer M. Theis in 1901 
heralded the burlesquing of “Wine, 
Women and Song” at the Circle The- 
ater the world-wise (7?) skeptics of 
Burlesquedom predicted defeat for the 
venturesome producer on the theory 
that the theater at Columbus Circle 
was out of the district of burlesque 
patronage. Instead of failing it pros- 
pered, for it brought to the Circle 
Theater men and women of intellect 
and refinement, who found in “Wine, 
Women and Song” a burlesque on 
unpopular topics of the day. 

With the organization of the Co- 
lumbia Amusement Company by men 
of imtegrity and experience and the 
acquirement by them of theaters in 
desirable sections of cities on their 
circuit, and their announcement that 
they would not sanction lewdness in 
lines or actions in attractions play- 
ing their houses, which they intended 
for the patronage of respectable men 
and women, the undiscerning said 
“it couldn’t be done.” But it has 
been done, tho it has taken several 
years to do it; for altho there are a 
few managers and actors who cross 
the border line of suggestiveness in 
their shows they are few and far be- 
tween, and for the most part the cir- 
cuit shows are clean, even tho at 
imes they lack comedy, 

During the past season we have re- 
viewed each and every attraction on 


the Columbia and American Circuits, 
and while we condoned the so-called 
double entender where it lacked 
Viclousness in lines and actions we 


never hesitated to condemn lewdness 
in whatever show we found it, and are 
sinc erely glad to note that we seldom 
found it; for there was an apparent 
effort on the part of producers and 
artists to abide by the rules and regu- 
lutions laid down by the executives 
of the cireults for the guidance of 
managers and artists alike as it re- 
lated to the presentations.

REVIEW: 

Seldom if ever have we found a 
more comprehensive printed pro- 
gram, for, minus the personality of 
the artists, it is in itself a condensed 
review of the presentation. 

The opening scene was a clever 
burlesque on police conditions in 
New York City, for a traffic police- 
man on a real motorcycle, after ar- 
resting a speeder, releases him at the 
solicitation of a preminent politician. 

A dissertation .on plays of the day 
by Walter Pearson, straight, and Jack 
Haley, juvenile, brought forth Adele 
Ferguson, ingenue prima donna, with 
a song on “Vaudelesque Show,” in 
which she was accompanied by the 


California Trio of clean-cut masculine 
vocalists. A special delivery wagon 
unloaded a bevy of fair-faced, slen- 
der-formed Folly Girls, who imper- 
sonated Ideas, Youth Vaudelesque, 
Folly 2nd Melody. 

The second scene, “Folly Town,” 
introduced a colored jazz band of 
four men and two women, likewise 
a singing welcome from Misses Fer- 
guson, Lavetta, Elliott and the Cali- 
forna Trio, with individual songs by 
Stella Ward, soubret, and Franz- 
Marie Texas, prima donna. 


Bert Lahr, a Dutch dialect comic 
with a grotesque facial makeup in the 
attire of an A. D. T. messenger boy, 
started the comedy coming with his 
gripful of jokes. The Telephone 
Book was one, while New York, being 
dry, was another. 

Johnny Walker, with a _ pointed 
putty nose, ghastly, corpse-like fa- 
cial makeup and funeral attire, as 
“Gloom,” was a clever burlesquing 
on prohibition until Frank Hunter, in 
his Italian characterization of “Joy,” 
with the aid of a brown bottle 
of Monkey Glands Booze, converted 
Walker into his former rummy nosed, 
jovial self. 

Stella Ward demonstrated her sou- 
bretism in personal attractiveness and 
the ability to please with song and 
dance. 

Scene three was a hotel corridor 
with carping wives within awaiting 
jagleted husbands, likewise bathing 
beauties revealed to view by uprising 
panels and transparent walls, until 
the arrival of Bell Hop Hunter, who, 
as a Peeping Tom _ eavesdropper, 
overheard an S. O. S. for a doctor 
whom he impersonates as a feminine 
physical examinist, and Margaret 
Eliiott, dramatic character, as a 
clothing crook caught in the act and 
forced to disrobe, offered clean and 
clever comedy. 

Scene four, in Central Park, intro- 
diuced the principals in the one- 
hundred-dollar suicide sketch, which 
was well worked for pathos, laughter 
and applause. 


Scene five was a silk and satin, pic- 
torial bird of paradise, floral festooned 


drop in one which made an admir- 
able background for a musical spe- 
cialty by Lillian Isabelle with violin 


and mandolin, the latter being played 
while resting upon her shoulder 
with her back to the audience and 
never missing a note, thereby merit- 
ing the applause accorded her 
personality and musical accomplish- 
ments. 


Scenes six and seven were an artis- 
tic and realistic burlesque on the 
Subway, with its ad signs, strap-hang- 
ing, newspaper-reading Hebrews, who 
exited at 96th street, and the colored 
folks at 135th street and Lenox ave- 
nue, supplemented by Ralph Dunbar’s 
Tennessee Ten, musical instrumental- 


ists, who burlesqued the jazz band- 
ists for a prolonged applauded ses- 
sion that stopped the show. The 


agile and able dancing of one of the 
feminine members was remarkable. 

Scene eight was somebody's cellar, 
introducing Frank Hunter and his 
life-saving book of booze, likewise 
the overloaded punch bowl and Miss

Hie was unable to locate the receipt at the time 
of the contention, 

Since then Cimera has recovered the receipt 
and is now suing Kryl for the recovery of his 
money. He recently went before a Netary 
Public in Chicago, Ill., and made oath to the 
correctness of following: ‘‘Received payment 
in full for original painting by Gabriel Max. 
It is also agreed by Jaroslav Cimera that with 
his consent B. Kryl can sell the painting for 
sum agreed upon by both parties, and the prof- 
it of the sum received over $400 is to be di- 
vided equally between Cimera and Kryl. J. 
Cimera has the right to take the painting out 
of Kryl’s residence at any time he wishes to 
do 80, (Signed) ‘‘BOHUMIR KRYL.”* 

The courts in Kansas City, where the case 
was originally brought, gave Cimera the ver- 
dict.

ANTI-DEPOSIT BILL SIGNED BY GOVERNOR SMITH 


LAWS OF NEW YORK NOW COMPEL PRODUCERS TO 
SEGREGATE DEPOSITS AND PAY INTEREST 


F GREAT VICTORY FOR ORGANIZED EXHIBITORS OF NEW YORK UNDER LEADERSHIP OF SYDNEY S. COHEN 


Governor Smith, of New York, on May 2%, 


Pifixed his signature to the Cotillo Bill) which 


in all probability will end the deposit system in 
the State of New York, 

Under the provisions of the new law any 
producer or exchange man who accepts deposits 
from exhibiters as security for the payment of 
films or for any other similar purpose will 
have to segregate the moneys thus collected and 
keep them in a bank as a trust fund. He will 
also have te pay bank interest, 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
collected from exhibitors all thru the country, 
in the guise of so-called deposits, or, as they are 
now called, ‘‘advance payments.”” Heretofore 
the producers used these deposit moneys any 
way they saw fit. Several of these producing 
companies took the deposits down to Wail 
Street and financed themselves in that way, at 
the expense of the exhibitor, while others act- 
ually bought and built theaters with these de- 
posit moneys, thus competing with the exhibitor 
and using the exhibitors’ money to do it. 

There have been honorable exceptions to be 
sure, thus George Kleine always treated the 
deposit moneye as trust funds, and paid inter- 
est on the money while it remained in his pos- 
session, 

NATIONAL ASSN, FOUGHT THE ®ILL VE- 
‘HMWEMENTLY, BUT VAINLY 

The fiercest sort of opposition developed to 
the enactment of this legislation immediately 
the bills had been introduced. The lobbyists 
of the N. A. were very much in evidence, but 
it can be stated on most excellent authority 
that they received scant encouragement and 
were indeed compelled to abandon their efforts. 
When the bill had passed both houses the 
agents of the ‘National Association centered 

their efforts on the Governor, on whom the 
greatest pressure was brought to bear to let 
the bill die. The measure being a so-called 
SO-day bill it would have died if the Governor 
had not signed it. The Governor filed no 
memorandum with his signature, but it is 
known that he regarded the measure as a sound 
and just business proposition. 

Another bill, which was signed at the same 
time, provides that any waiver of the provisions 
of the first bill is to be null and void. This 
ig the clincher which will help to put the 
deposit system out of business, at least in the 
State of New York. 

The President of the New York Weague re- 
eeived numerous telegrams of congratulation 
from ali parts of the State, 

It is not believed that the producers will now 
be as eager av they were to exact deposits. As 
the law has been interpreted by able counsel it 
reqnires the producer to keep a separate in- 
dividual bank account for every deposit.

PRINCIPLES NOT MEN 


Sam Bullock Says a Few Things About 
the Coming Event in Cleveland 


—_—___ 

Inasmuch as the necessity for rea] exhibitor 
organization is causing all exhibitors to turn 
their thoughts towards Oleveland from now on 
to June 8, 9,:10, 11, it behooves every inde- 
pendent motion picture exhibitor to study well 
what PRACTICAL plan of organizaticn he will 
decide to support with his vote at the conven- 
tion, for it will be the first national gathering 
in many years where every bona-fide exhibitor 
will be his own free agent, and as such treated 
absolutely ‘‘on the level,”’ regardless of the size 
of his theater or his (or her) investment. 

We have found by bitter experience that the 
various forces, both within and without the in- 
dustry, have so far succeeded with their plans 
because of ‘“‘class’® distinction, self-asserted, 
within our own exhibitor ranks, tho the fact 
remains that a compact organization of all 
“‘classes,”’ from ‘‘first-runs’” down to ‘‘com- 
mercials,’’ will alone render the exhibitor im- 
mune from most of these attacks and imposi- 
tions, 

The dominant question, 
merely organization, but— 

First—“What plan of organization shall we 
adopt?” 

Second—“‘Ho-w shall it be financed?” 

Third—*‘How shall its finances be safeguarded 
against grafters and organization wreckers?”’ , 

These three essentials have never yet been 
worked out at ANY national exhibitor conven- 
tion heretofore held, but the Cleveland conven- 
tion offers the opportunity and the temper of 
those exhibitors who have expressed their in-

tention to be present indicates that they will 
stand for no ‘‘monkey business” nor camouflaged 
producer propositions, 

The writer, as chairman of Resolutions Com- 
mittee, was primarily responsible for the adop- 
tion of the “‘Delmonico’’ resolution, when the 
Chicago convention consented to merge the Ex- 
hibitors’ League with the producers—the N, A. 
M, P. I.—some years ago. 
It was a “‘submerger,”” and we were SUB- 
MERGED. However, organization pulmotors 
have been working steadily, and Cleveland's 
Lake Erie ozone will quickly restore those not 
altogether ‘“‘done for.”’ Let us guard against 
being ‘‘Delmonicoed” again by the “Hungry 
Joes” of Broadway. 

At Cleveland the ‘plan’ and not the *“‘man” 
must count. At Cleveland no plan of financing 
by expositions, producer ‘‘charity doles’ or any 
thing outside of the exhibitor’s own personal 
financing should receive the least consideration. 


It was not a merger. 


At Cleveland no select minority gathering of 
so-called ‘“‘big exhibitors’’ should be permitted 
to flash a roll to finance an organization and 
then claim the paternal right to control it. Such 
spectacular stunts are ‘“‘stale stuff’ and em- 
burrassing to the “80 percenter,”” whom you 
must have with you or fail. Incidentally the 
Cleveland Convention Committee is arranging 
for the biggest exhibitor gathering ever held, 
and no one is authorized to SOLICIT or AC- 
CEPT any financial assistance or advertising dis- 
play of any kind from any producer anywhere, 
but our services are at their disposal freely to 
procure hotel reservations or assembly halls at 
any hotel, except the Hotel Winton, which is 
reserved exclusively for bona-fide independent 
exhibitors and the trade press, 

We can afford, however, to treat our friends 
at least kindly and with courtesy and refrain 
from criti¢ism of any individual producer, but 
rather traim our ‘‘75s"’ on the principles which 
he or they represent. 

We must also guard against any ‘“‘one Idea’ 
proposition—the only hope of the producer in-

ON THE DOINGS OF THE DAY 


ALL EYES TURNED TOWARD 
CLEVELAND 

June 8, 9 and 10 will be days of his- 
tory making at Cleveland. At this 
writing, almost two weeks ahead of 
convention time, the great event is the 
universal topic of filmdom. In some 
quarters there is a disposition to view 
the convention with alarm; in other 
quarters efforts are being made to 
“queer” it, to rob it of its significance. 
Happily the human mind is so con- 
structed as to reject continued mis- 
representation. No amount of bought 
publicity can obscure this great out- 
standing fact: The exhibitors of the 
country are aware of their danger and 
propose to meet it with harmony in 
their ranks. 


“THE IMITATION MEETINGS” 

Noisy minorities of one or possibly 
two may be heard at Cleveland. Prob- 
ably they will be heard, but they will 
hire their own hall. They will not be 
able to roll back the tide, which 


threatens to engulf them. Perhaps 
room may be found for them under the 
wings of the producers’ combine, 
known as “The National Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry.” Lt is alto- 
gether proper and fitting to have the 
managers of producer-owned or “dis- 
tributor-owned” theaters meet at a 
gathering of their own, but such as 
these are obviously out of place in an 
affair which concerns and interests 
only the independent exhibitors. 


NO DOLES FROM PRODUCING 
INTERESTS 

The Billboard notes with consider- 
able satisfaction that the convention 
will not run an “exposition,” so-called, 
begging manufacturers to patronize it, 
and thus raise money to defray “ex- 
penses.” If the exhibitors can not 
finance their own meeting they are not 
fit for organized effort. The determi- 
nation not to have an “exposition” is 
the healthiest indication of the coming 
independence of the exhibitor.

UP-TO-MINUTE NEWS ON CON- 
VENTION 


Statement of Lustig, Slimm and Bul- 
lock—No Exposition 


The most interesting development in’ the 
preparations for the great national sexhibitors’ 
convention at the Hotel Winton, Cleveland, June 
S to 11, is the action taken by the Cleveland 
Convention Committee in asking the Temporary 
Chairman of the Motion Fietere Theater Own- 
ers of America, Sydney S. Cohen, to appoint a 
committee of exhibitors representing every film 
shipping zone te take charge of the arrange- 
ments for the convention and the matter of 
registration, 

The request to Chairman Cohen came about 
in this way: The Cleveland Committee, consist- 
ing of Henry H, Lustig, chairman; W. J. 
Blimm, treasurer, and Samuel Bullock, secre- 
tary, was grieved to read that exception had 
been taken by the promoter of the second ‘‘con- 
vention” to the committee’s treatment of the 
subcommittee of the Chicago eonference, con- 
sisting of Mr Kress of Ohio, Mr. Farley of Ala- 
bama, and M. Van Praag of Kansas. It is a 
matter of history that these three gentlemen 
visited Cleveland, and in the language of the 
Cleveland Arrangement Committee expressed 
absolute satisfaction with the arrangements in 
hand and plans outlined. Not only Mr. Van 
Praag, but his associates om the subcommittee 
have duly and emphatically registered their ap- 
preciation of the courteous treatment they re- 
ceived at the hands of the Cleveland Arrange- 
ment Committee, 

In connection with this matter the Cleveland 
Convention Committee has issued a statement 
which completely covers the ground and which, 
no doubt, will be read with interest by the 
exhibitors who are interested in the coming 
convention at the Hotel Winton. Here is the 
statement:

STATEMENT FROM CLEVELAND CONVEN- 
TION OOMMITTEE 

Cleveland regrets the necessity for issuing this 
statement, inasmuch as we were proceeding 
with convention arrangements with only one 
thought in mind—harmony, ag expressed in the 
trade papers, issue of May 22 

Since then we regret to announce that we 
have been informed that F. J. Rembusch has 
engaged the Cleveland Hotel Assembly Hall and 
reserved a block of rooms “for a convention of 
motion picture exhibitors.’’ 

This information is direct from the hotel 
management. Whatever Mr. Rembusch’'s object 
may be in thua ignoring out committee will be 
hard for Mr, Rembusch to explain, in view of 
his insistent demand for harmony and ‘‘no pol- 
ities’’ at the Pafterson meeting at Chicago, as 
reported by (Mr. Bullock. 

We sent a representative to that meeting, 
Sam Bullock, onr executive secretary, with a 
message to deliver, 

We have evidence that he delivered that mes- 
sage on the floor on Tuesday, April 7, by con- 
sent of Mr. Patierson, to whom it was ad- 
dressed, Part of that message follows: 

“May we be pardoned for inquiring if it is 
your intention to initiate a new national ex- 
hibiter organization or merely to get am ex- 
pression of sentiment from the assembled ex- 
hiditors and prepare to crystallize that senti- 
ment into action at a convention later? If 
that is your intention we are with you heart 
and soul. If, however, some overzealous ex- 
hibitors, smarting under present and prospective 
abuses, should «prematurely undertake to start 
a national organization with such little prepa- 
ration, there could be only one result—failure— 
with producer influence in control. It has 
always been so in the past and our tentative 
national organization will have nothing to do 
with such a proposition!"’ 

Mr, Bullock gave further details and invited 
all present to come to Cleveland and help form 
a national theater owners’ organization. A 
motion followed that an ‘nvestigating com- 
mittee be appointed on producers’ attitude: said 
committee to report its findings to the Cleve- 
land Convention June 8, 9 and 10. The meeting 
adjourned without any further authority being 
conferred upon anyone, The committee of 17 
then met and a subcommittee of three, Mr. 
Kress of Ohio, Mr. Farley of Alabama and Mr. 
Van Pragg of Kansas, was authorized to wait 


upon our Cleveland chairman to ascertain cer-

pressed absolute satisfaction over the arrange- 
ments in hand and plans outlined, and all three 
made reservations at the Winton immediately. 

That was real harmonious co-operation, but 
a discordant note appeared this week, under 
date line of Cleveland, carrying the information 
that “The Hotel Cleveland will be headquar- 
ters of the ‘Chicago Convention’ contingent for 
the sessions beginning June 8."’ This is a lit-

he temporary officers of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America desire to make it 
very plain to the entire jndustry, and particn- 
larly the producers and supplymen, that they 
have no connection with or interest in an ex- 
position which for some reason best known to 
the promoters of the enterprize has been ad- 
vertised for the same days as the convention at 
the Hotel Winton, The temporary officials of 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of America 
declare that the exhibitors of the country do 
not want any financial assistance such as has 
heretofore been collected at every national con- 
vention in the guise of money for space,

He believes that 
the modern motion picture palace has been 
made possible only thru keeping the admission 
price down to the minimum, and he knows 
of no better way to substantiate this belief 
than by inaugurating if at the Capitol.

out advertising matter in order that members 
thruout the country may receive important in- 
formation more promptly. This recommendation 
met with general approval and will be carried 
out, While the journal has shown a surplus of 
more than $11,000 to date it was felt that on 
account of the acute paper situation and in- 
creasing corts In every department it would 
soon be show ing a deticit if continued. The 
weekly form, it was felt, would be of much 
greater benefit to members, as matters of im- 
portance could be taken care of without delay. 

At the conclusion of the report President 
Shay made a brief address, reviewing his long 
association with the organization and express-
